True Unity 


EMPEROR CHARLES V 
of the Holy Roman Empire once 
tried to make several clocks tick in 
perfect unison. After many days of 
failure he gave up in defeat, for 
even though the clocks would seem 
for a time to be ticking in unison, 
they soon were making an irregular 
and discordant noise. Admitting the 
impossibility of such continued 
harmony, the emperor expressed an 
opinion that neither could several 
men be forced to think or act alike. 

That is so. Just because the clocks 
would not tick together did not 
make one of them any less a clock 
than the others, nor that any one 
of them was an incorrect keeper 
of time. They did the same job 
in their individual way. That is 
frequently the way it is with men. 
True unison is not so much in 
method as in effect. 

Just because your fellow man 
does not always agree in thought 
or action with you—does not tick 
like you—it does not mean that 
he is any less Christian than you 
are, or that he is inferior to you 
in the work of the Lord. Just as 
each clock told correct time by its 
own rhythm of ticking, so must 
each of us get our work done in 
our own individual way. 





God’s Greater Plan 


OHN BUNYAN was a much- 

loved preacher whom thou- 

sands of hungry hearts 
always heard gladly. The time 
came, however, that his preaching 
aroused the tyrannical state Church 
of England and he was put in 
prison. Bunyan grieved, not for 
himself but for the multitudes who 
were famishing for the Word of 
Life. 

The judicial and ecclesiastical 
authorities told him that he could 
have his freedom if he would pro- 
mise never to preach again. His 
reply was that if they should 
release him that day he would be 
preaching the gospel before night. 
Nothing could be done to effect his 
release, so he languished in Bedford 
prison. Long he prayed that God 
would set him free so he could 
again feed the hundreds upon 
hundreds who were so desperately 
in need of his ministry. Bunyan 
closed each prayer with submission 
to God’s will, albeit he could not 
imagine how God might use his 
confinement to His glory. 





But God knew best. Bunyan 
wanted out of prison so he could 
preach, but God had greater plans. 
Release of the preacher would have 
been a blessing to hundreds; his 
imprisonment has been a blessing 
to millions. It was in his time of 
trial that Bunyan felt the touch 
of God and wrote The Pilgrim’s 
Progress. This immortal book would 
probably never have been written if 
he had been set free as he so 
earnestly desired. 

Bunyan’s freedom would have 
permitted him to reach hundreds 
but his imprisonment has caused 
him to influence millions. 

The influence and blessing of the 
book cannot be fathomed, for it has 
helped thousands upon thousands 
in many ages along their road to 
heaven. 

In like manner God knows what 
is best for your life. Yield your 
every affair and circumstance to 
Him, and know that if your desires 
and plans do not work out it may 
be that God has a greater plan for 
you. 


The Need of Shoes 


IN THE WESTERN 
United States there are some cactus 
plants with spikes sharp and tough 
enough to pierce shoe leather. Many 
an early settler found this out when 
he had to retire from battle during 
skirmishes with the Indians to nurse 
his bleeding, lacerated feet. Often 
these plants wrought as many 
casualties among the green, inex- 
perienced settlers as did their 
fracases with the Indians. Better 


shoes would have made them better 
soldiers. 

That is why we need to wear 
the shoes of the preparation of the 
gospel of peace (Ephesians 6:15). 
In our Christian warfare a stone 
bruise or a maimed foot will render 
us as incapable of battle as will 
the darts of the wicked one. If we 
do not shod ourselves with the 
reading of His Word, we will stum- 
ble or falter when the battle 
becomes fiercest. 








Y OUR title, “The Basis of 


Missions,” we mean the 

foundation upon which mis- 
sions is established and the funda- 
mental principle for which it is to 
be supported and sustained. Strong 
reasons produce strong actions. Let 
us look at three foundation stones 
of missions, three strong reasons 
for action in the cause of world 
evangelism. 


1. THE NEED 


Today, in our generation, one 
billion four hundred million people 
have never heard the gospel of 
Jesus Christ once! One soul, the 
Master tells us, is worth more than 
the whole world, and yet it is 
estimated that in the past one 
hundred years, one billion five 
hundred million have died without 
Christ and gone to hell.

Look at the whitened wasting har- 
vest fields. Look at the golden grain 
bending its head and drooping to 
the ground. See the precious wheat 
out there germinating in the 
shocks.

China has fallen prey to Com- 
munism. Half of Korea and Viet- 
nam are cut off from our reach. 
Russia and her satelite nations are 
locked tight. Indonesia is threat- 
ened by a majority control of the 
Communists right now. India is 
swinging her doors shut. Burma is 
on the verge of surrender to Com- 
munism. Ceylon is all but sold out 
to Buddhism. Look at the newly 
formed United Arab States. Mo- 
hammedanism dooms millions be- 
yond the reach of missionaries. Do 
you know that it means capital 
punishment for a Mohammedan to 
accept Christ in the Arab states? 
Much of Africa is in the grip of a 
violent undercurrent of political 
revolution. South America is one of 
the greatest missionary fields in the 
world! The harvest is ripe! The 
need is great! 


2. THE GREAT COMMISSION 


Matthew records the great com- 
mission in the last three verses of 
his Gospel. “And Jesus came and 
said to them, All authority in heav- 
en and on earth has been given to 
me. Go therefore and make disci- 
ples of all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, 
teaching them to observe all that 
I have commanded you; and lo, 
I am with you always, to the close 
of the age” (R.V.). 


Here our Lord was addressing the 
eleven apostles some time after the 
first Easter week at a place ap- 
pointed by Him, a mountain in 
Galilee. You will recall that on the 
first resurrection morning Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary 
came to see the sepulchre. An angel 
with a countenance like lightning 
and raiment white as snow said: 
“Go quickly, and tell his disciples 
that he has risen from the dead; 
and behold, he is going before you 
to Galilee; there you will see him.” 
The verb translated “is going” 
carries important significance. Je- 
sus used it Himself on the way to 
the Garden of Gethsemane: “All 
ye shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
of the flock shall be scattered 
abroad. But after I am risen again, 
I WILL GO BEFORE you into 
Galilee” (Matthew 26:31, 32). It 
implies in the original language the 
act of a shepherd leading his flock 
to new pastures. (John 10:4: “And 
when he putteth forth his own 
sheep, he GOETH BEFORE THEM, 
and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice.”) Christ, the Good 
Shepherd, had been crucified and 
the sheep had been scattered. At 
Galilee, where most of His mighty 
miracles were done, they were to 
be reunited. The apostolic band 
that had been temporarily dissolved 
was now to be re-formed to receive 
its great commission. 


Without doubt, this commission 
is given to all believers today. Be- 
cause the Eleven could not possibly 
discharge this great commission, 
either in its extent (to all the 
world), nor in its duration (until 
He returns), Christ gives this com- 
mand to all His representatives in 
all ages. One of the things the 
Eleven were to teach others was 
this very same commission, “teach 
all nations ...” Herein is the ob- 
ligation of all Christians, to be in 
some way missionaries, using their 
utmost efforts to spread the gospel 
to all the world. 


When we look at the imposing 
obstacles of heathenism, the powers 
of darkness, and the rapid advance 
of Communism, our commission

HROUGH MANY years of 
j research, experiments, and 
trial and error, our modes 
of transportation have progressed 
from the foot to the jet airliner. I 
even heard that jet airliners could 
travel so fast that a woman could 
buy a new hat in Los Angeles, 
board a plane, fly to New York, 
and arrive there before the hat 
went out of style.

this ghastly spectacle, some 

things immediately be come 
clear. First of all, when one com- 
pares the position of the church 
today with that of the church 
nineteen and a half centuries 
ago, he finds some parallels 
which are not flattering. The 
Church then numbered less than a 
few thousand. At the death of 
Christ, believers may have been 
numbered in hundreds. They were 
faced with the overwhelming world 
of their day. Politically they were 
worse than nothing. They faced the 
armed might of Rome, and if they 
would have had political aspira- 
tions, the Romans would have 
quickly annihilated them. Educa- 
tionally and philosophically, they 
faced the well reasoned and thor- 
oughly set ideas of Greece. What 
hope did these poor unlearned fish- 
ermen have against such profound 
thought, as they struggled to win 
the hearts of men to their religious 
concepts? Theologically they were 
confronted in Jerusalem itself by 
the schools of Gamaliel and Hillel 
with their mass of followers and 
their great reputations. The teach- 
ers of the old city looked down 
with scorn upon the poorly clad 
and unequipped followers of the 
carpenter’s Son. Religiously, the 
followers of Christ faced an even 
more hopeless task. Mosaic religion 
sat on the ecclesiastical throne in 
Jerusalem. The Roman world, 
though grossly immoral, was also 
intensely religious. From the re- 
ligious standpoint everyone else in 
the world earnestly hoped for the 
sudden demise of the followers of

the Nazarene. Financially the 
Christians of 59 were ridiculously 
poor compared to the Christians of 
1959. Silver and gold they did not 
have, and they were the poorest of 
the poor. Psychologically they did 
the wrong thing every time if they 
wished to survive in that day when 
human life was such a cheap com- 
modity. By psychological standards 
they did the worst thing possible 
when they told the irrate Phari- 
sees that they planned to obey God 
rather than the high religious 
councils in Jerusalem. They boldly 
told their overlords that they 
planned to obey God, come what 
may. This inferred that these re- 
ligious leaders did not know God, 
and that God was not interested 
in them either. By our polished 
psychological standards today, this 
action is tantamount to suicide. 
When comparing the Christians 
of 59 with the Christians of 1959, 
we are aware that both faced the 
challenge of powerful forces; how- 
ever, we must immediately ac- 
knowledge that we Christians of to- 
day are in a vastly better position 
to win the world for Christ. There 
really is not a fair comparison be- 
tween us and them. Educationally, 
politically, philosophically, theolog- 
ically, and financially, we are in a 
position to challenge the world in a 
manner that Peter and Paul would 
never have dreamed of. However, 
here comes the shock! They tri- 
umphed magnificently over much 
more staggering odds, while we 
with all of our great ecclesiastical 
machinery are being defeated in 
many places by a philosophy so 
base that Peter and Paul would 








not even have given it a second 
look! A philosophy that accepted 
no hereafter, no spirit world, no 


eternal existence, and no God, 
would have been, to their way of 
thinking, a philosophy far below 
their mental dignity. Even agnostic 
Greece would have laughed at the 
soup-and-cabbage doctrines of ani- 
mistic Marxism, which repudiates 
the idea of deity in any form. The 
refined asceticism of the Greeks 
would have scorned the profligate 
objectives of Communism, which 
finds its ultimate goal in the satis- 
faction of the base cravings of 
man’s physical being alone. 
However, that same ideology is 
now posing as the greatest chal- 
lenge to Christianity. This fact has 
made me go one step farther in 
comparing the Christian of 59 A.D. 
with the Christian of 1959 A.D. 
What is the major difference? Why 
did the Christian of 59 triumph 
over forces immeasurably greater 
in every way than those we face 
today, while we today are strug- 
gling to hold our own? The answer 
is a very simple one indeed. They 
had a different source of strength 
than many so-called Christians 
know today. When we compare the 
Christian warrior of 59 with some 
of those who stand beneath the 
same banner today, it is paradoxi- 
cal. Look at the lean, hard, devoted 
saint of that day, and look at the 
temperamental, overfed, soft fol- 
lower of today. The first one had 
his life on the altar; the present 
one does not even have his tithes 
on the altar. But why the differ- 
ence? The answer is in the Christ 


of their faith. The Christian of 59 e 



































was vitally associated with his risen 
Lord. His was a personal contact 
with the resurrected humanity and 
proven deity of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. There was nothing that 
stood between him and Christ. In 
knowing Christ personally, the 
Christian of 59 had the answer for 
the riddle of life and existence. Re- 
flected in the full orbed grandeur 
of the “resurrection and the life” 
was God’s perfect Man and man’s 
perfect God. In Him there was not 
only peace and the promise of a 
happy earthly existence, but also 
the assurance of eternal life itself. 
Compared to the glory of this reve- 
lation, such issues as food, raiment, 
popularity, riches, and ease all be- 
came secondary. They were to 
perish with the using, and there- 
fore demanded only casual second- 
ary attention. 

Christianity of today has in many 
places lost its ideological dynamic, 
because it does not know the Spir- 
it of God experimentally. Christ, 
and the Holy Spirit which came in- 
to the church after His departure, 
formed the sole dynamic of the 
early church. The apostles were not 
beset by the problems which the 
church has taken to itself today, 
nor was the basis of their incentive 
as uncertain as that of much 
modern Christianity. Today many 
doubt the deity of Christ, do not 
accept His virgin birth, and refuse 
to believe in His bodily resurrec- 
tion. They do not believe in the new 
birth by the power of the Spirit, 
but have substituted self-improve- 
ment for God’s transforming work 
in the human heart. In those days 
aman was a Christian because he 
‘had been transformed by the expe- 
rience of regeneration and was 
vitally associated with Christ his 
Lord. To the believer of 59, Chris- 
tianity was a spiritual dynamic 
that had made him alive spiritual- 
ly, transformed him mora'ly, and 
renewed him mentally. It revolu- 
tionized his thinking regarding 
himself, and also his association 
and responsibility toward others. 
Racialism ceased to exist in his 
mind, and the whole world resolved 
itself into but three catagories— 
the Jew, the gentile, and the 
Church of God. He knew from ex- 
perience that Christianity was the 


only way to peace on earth, to 
good will among men, and to eter- 
nal existence, because it alone held 
out these hopes for humanity. If 
you would have asked him why 
Christianity was so much superior 
to the other ideologies and religions 
of his day, he would not have gone 
into a philosophical treatise on the 
ethical, theological, and practical 
superiority of Christianity over ev- 
erything else. His answer would 
have been immediate, definite, and 
impassioned. He would have almost 
shouted but one word, CHRIST ,— 
Christ the Way, Christ the Truth, 
Christ the Life, Christ the Resur- 
rection, Christ the Hope of Glory, 
Christ the Wisdom of God, Christ 
the Power of God, Christ the Word 
or Revelation of God, Christ the 
Light of the World, Christ the Good 
Shepherd, Christ the Alpha and 
the Omega, the Beginning and the 
Ending, the First Cause and final 
Judge of all, and the coming King 
and Bridegroom. This was the dy- 
namic that made all other ideas 
seem like dust and ashes. This is 
what sent the martyrs singing into 
the flames, and caused seven con- 
verts to spring up as it were from 
the very ground around the fires 
to take the place of the fallen. 


COMPARED WITH the 
pure Christ-centered Christianity 
of 59 A.D., much nominal Chris- 
tianity of today looks like a de- 
composing corpse alongside its own 
youthful living person. A Christian- 
ity that is devoid of its personal 
divine resurrected Christ is a 
mockery more hollow than hell it- 
self. Without the inner presence of 
the Holy Spirit, it becomes a pow- 
erless, useless, but vicious heresy. 
It erects ecclesiastical sepulchres 
that are more brimming full of 
dead men’s bones than those of the 
Pharisees in Christ’s time on earth. 
It makes itself the most ludicrous 
spectacle on earth, and affords its 
enemies with an_ ever-present 
source of buffoonery and ridicule. 
It claims to embrace faith in One 
who claimed to be God, who rose 
from the dead, and taught entrance 
into a spiritual fellowship through 
a new spiritual birth. But it in 
many places denies faith in any of 


these basic concepts of real Chris- 
tianity. 

When the spiritual dynamic is 
lost from Christian religion, it be- 
comes aimless. When the thought 
of eternal existence slips .from 
its grasp, it also slips into the cat- 
egory of a soup-and-cabbage ide- 
ology. That is why some mission 
efforts in various places around the 
world are not really opposed to the 
Communist ideology. Communism 
has no god. So having no moral 
suasion, no basic ethics, it has only 
an earth-bound materialistic con- 
cept. When Christianity loses its 
God and substitutes the deity of its 
Christ for a human christ, it im- 
mediately falls into the same cate- 
gory, except that it becomes in- 
ferior to Communism. Communism 
is at least realistic and brutally 
frank, but Christless, Godless pro- 
fessing Christianity is of necessity 
devilishly hypocritical, because it is 
a flagrant denial of its own con- 
cepts, and the repudiation of its 
own ideals. It professes to be fitting 
men for heaven and eternity, but 
it does not believe in either. New 
Testament Christianity improved 
man’s earthly status because it 
transformed his spiritual and mor- 
al nature, and created an ethic 
based on the character of a holy 
God who was also a future Judge. 
Much present day Christianity 
lacks a proper concept of the holi- 
ness, love, and justice of God, be- 
cause it doubts His very existence, 
let alone His character. It, there- 
fore, confines itself to man’s soup- 
and-cabbage existence, but it goes 
about its culinary duties with the 
non-suited instruments of the sanc- 
tuary.

POAU Protests Conviction of 
Protestant Minister in Spain 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) — 
Leaders of Protestant and Other 
Americans United for Separation of 
Church and State have urged Sec- 
retary of State Christian A. Herter 
to ie a formal American pro- 
test with the S h government 
over the conviction of Rev. Greg- 
orio Jose Nunez Moreno, a Spanish 
Protestant minister. He had been 
fined and sentenced to a month 
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in jail for his attempts to reopen 
the long-closed Second Baptist 
Church of Madrid. 

In a letter to Secretary Herter, 
Dr. Louis D. Newton, POAU presi- 
dent, and Dr. Glenn L. Archer 
executive director, charged that if 
such a protest should be considered 
interference in Spanish affairs, it 
should be remembered that ‘“‘we are 
constantly ‘interfering’ in Spanish 
affairs with large financial contri- 
butions which are being used to 
bolster a dictatorial regime.” 

Said the POAU leaders, “Surely 





we can make it clear to the Franco 
regime that Spain’s present policy 
in dealing with religious minorities 
is repugnant to those democratic 
principles for which we _ stand. 
Many Protestant churches are be- 
ing closed in almost every part of 
Spain without legal process while 
we continue to support the dicta- 
torship of Franco with American 
funds.” 

The two have offered to supply 
the Department of State with a list 
of more than 20 Protestant church- 
es which have been closed through 
police interference. 

Pastor Nunez was charged with 
breaking police seals to enter his 
church edifice. He maintained, 
however, that the seals had dis- 
appeared due to weathering, and 
that he had a right to enter and 
conduct services since there was no 
legal basis for the closing of the 
church. 


All Missionaries Must 
Have College Degrees 


MONROVIA, Liberia (EP) — All 
missionaries coming to this Negro 
republic in the future must pos- 
sess college degrees. 

So stipulates a new decree is- 
sued by the public instruction de- 
partment which says the regula- 
tion is in line with the govern- 
ment’s desire to improve education- 
al standards. 


Maryland Couple Appeal 
Manslaughter Conviction; Had 
Denied Infant Daughter 
Medical Aid 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (EP) — The 
Maryland Court of Appeals is con- 
sidering an appeal from a couple 
who were convicted of manslaught- 
er for letting their infant daugh- 
ter die without medical attention. 

Ollen G. Craig and his wife Lil- 
lian had said that their religion 
had prevented them from taking 
five-month-old Elaine to a doctor. 
She died of pneumonia on Novem- 
ber 25, 1958. The Craigs were sub- 
sequently fined $500 each, and 
Craig was sentenced to 18 months 
in prison. 

In their appeal on behalf of the 
couple, attorneys told the state 
court that the parents had no “le- 
gal duty to provide medical care 
for their child.” 

If such a duty is found by the 
court, however, the lawyers claim 
that the Craigs provided their child 
with a “legally permissible equiva- 
lent” through their nursing, watch- 
ing, and praying. They maintain 
that the conduct of the parents did 
not amount to the “wanton or 
reckless disregard for human life” 





which is required for a man- 
slaughter conviction. 

In his brief asking that the con- 
viction be upheld, the attorney gen- 
eral of Maryland said, “Regardless 
of religious beliefs, prayer is not 
the same as medical care, nor is it 
a substitute for it. If a phrase such 
as ‘medical care’ can mean differ- 
ent things to different people ac- 
cording their religious beliefs, 
then we have no law,” said the 
brief filed by the state. “Such is 
not the case,” it added. 


Needed to Stay Ahead of 
Russia: “True Believers” 


LOS ANGELES, Calif. (EP)—On- 
ly if the American people are “true 
believers” will this country remain 
ahead of Russia. So said Vice Pres- 
ere Richard M. Nixon at a dinner 

ere. 

“The Russian people,” said the 
Vice President, “are not going to 
catch us in seven or 70 years, as 
long as we remain true to our 
principles.” But he cautioned that 
Americans will make their “great- 
est mistake” if they endeavor to 
face the Communists “on their own 
grounds of atheistic materialism.” 

“You can’t beat true believers 
with leaders or people who don’t 
believe, or worse yet, don’t know 
what they believe,” said Nixon, 
pointing out that the Russian 
leaders are true believers in the 
system of Communism. 

Noting Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev’s cali for peaceful ec- 
onomic competition, the American 
leader declared that this country 
and its people “will never stand 
for being second best.” 

Nixon’s remarks were made at a 
dinner here honoring the Family 
Rosary Hour radio program. 


D. C. Paper Salutes Ike 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) — Peo- 
ple who use “company” as their 
excuse for staying home from 
church can learn a good lesson 
from President Eisenhower. 

So concludes the Capitol Baptist, 
official organ of the District of 
Columbia Baptist Convention, 
which has saluted Mr. Eisenhower 
for attending church on the Sun- 
day he was host to Nikita Khrush- 
chev at Camp David, Maryland. 

“Thank you, Mr. Eisenhower,” 
the paper said, “for setting such a 
fine example as a Christian while 
Mr. Khrushchev was your house 
guest.” 

“You did have company,” the pa- 
per said. “The company was im- 
portant, one of the most famous 
persons of our day. Some would 
have said, ‘Since I have company, 
T’'ll stay home.’” 


Even though President Eisenhow- 
er’s invitation to Khrushchev was 
declined, the paper said, “it must 
have impressed” the Russian lead- 
er to see the importance which the 
Presieent attaches to worship on 
the Lord’s Day—especially in view 
of the fact that the President drove 
25 miles to Gettysburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, to attend church services. 


“Century” Blasts Biblical Films 


Hollywood has been guilty of 
“lurid distortions of the Bible.” 
What is worse, “much of the mon- 
ey” comes from “church people 
whose religious leaders have urged 
them to attend” these “anti-Bibli- 
cal extravaganzas.” 

So charges the Christian Century 
in a lead editorial in its issue of 
October 28. 

Films such as “The Big Fisher- 
man,” “Solomon and Sheba,” and 
“Ben Hur,” represent Hollywood’s 
finding that “Bible and bubble bath 
make an unbeatable box office 
combination,” the Century charged. 

“We cannot remedy everything 
about Hollywood,” the editorial ad- 
mitted. But it added, “Protestants 
can at least begin to challenge the 


promotion of lurid distortions of 
the Bible. Biblical religion grew up 
in protest against the fertility cults 
of the ancient Near East,” the 
Century maintained. And it asked 
the question, “Could it have coped 
with the subtler perversion of our 
Far West?” 


Scotland Said to Need 
Missionaries More Than Tibet 


EDINBURGH, Scotland (EP) — 
Rev. George A. Young, one of the 
last missionaries to leave Tibet 
ahead of the Communists, told the 
mae seme § of the Baptist Union of 
Scotland that their country is in 
greater need of missionaries than 
Tibet. “Although the people there 
were not Christian,” he said, refer- 
ring to Tibet, “they were greatly 
influenced by their Buddhist faith. 
In Glasgow,” he added, “you meet 
sO many people who have absolutely 
no faith.” 

Young, after finishing a three- 
year Glasgow evangelistic crusade, 
called the city “a black spot of 
immorality with an appalling ig- 
norance of spiritual things.” Edin- 
burgh, he observed, had “more of a 
religious veneer than Glasgow.” 
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TOKYO—Nearly 15,000 persons 
packed Tokyo’s Metropolitan Arena 
for the major united worship serv- 
ice marking the 100th anniversary 
of Protestant missions in Japan. 
The 1959 centennial observance 
was sponsored and co-ordinated by 
the National Christian Council of

3. THE URGENCY

When she was three years old, she 
started running high temperatures. 
She was in the hospital 3 different 
times that year with what doctors 
called a virus. She stayed in the

Last summer she began running 
a temperature and it continued 
the entire summer. The doctor told 
us that her tonsils were causing 
it and tried to bring her fever down 
for an operation, but failed to do 
so. She took medicine all summer 
and in September the doctor de- 
cided she would never be any bet- 
ter, so he operated with her tem- 
perature at 100 degrees. She was 
some better through the winter. 

In May, she began — with 
her legs hurting. Thinking it was 
“pulled muscles,” I kept her inside 
a few days, but it kept getting 
worse. We carried her to the doc- 
tor, but he did not know what was 
wrong. He called a specialist in 
Griffin and made an appointment. 
Her left foot was swe and she 
could not put any weight on it. 


The specialist did not know what 
was wrong either. He began run- 


ning tests for rheumatic fever and 
allergies, and made X rays of the 
hip. All these tests were negative. 
After trying eve he knew 
to do, she was still gradually get- 
ting worse. The pain was in her 
left side from the neck down in 
all the joints and bones. She was 
so sore she could not bear anyone 
to touch her. The doctor in Griffin 
said he felt sure he knew what was 
wrong, but it was so discouraging 
that he wanted another doctor’s 
opinion. He had never seen but 
one case like it and the child was 
left a complete cripple after twelve 
years. 


The doctor then called a doctor 
in Atlanta, and made arrangements 
for us to see him. We carried her 
in on pillows. The doctor there said 
the same thing the other doctor 
thought it was. It was rheumatoid 
arthritis, which is very rare among 
children. He said we had a real 
problem. There would be constant 
pain and crippling. It would ao 
over her entire body. They could 
not be sure she would get over it. 
He said she would not be able to 
do anything for 2 or 3 years and 
would have to live on sedatives 
aspirins, and cordozones. We could 
not give her many cordozones be- 
cause it made her swell from the 
waist up. 

About a week later, she started 
smothering. I had to hold her out- 
of-doors for her to breathe. She 
got worse and had to go to the 
Griffin Hospital. She was swollen 
very badly. She stayed there 4 days 
while the doctor made cardiograms 
of her heart and ran tests. They 
could not help her, so they let us 
bring her home. We had to sit up 
with her at night and watch her 
cry in pain; we kept her propped 
up on 3 pillows to breathe. Her 
eyes were affected also, and she 
could not see without strong glas- 
ses. She had not been able to walk 
for three months. When she put 
her weight on her legs, we would 
hold her and let her take a few 
steps so that her legs would not 
be stiff. This seemed to hurt her, 
for she would cry with the joints 
in her legs for hours. The doctor 
wrote a letter to the superintendent 
of our school and asked for a visit- 
ing teacher at home for Shari. In 
that letter he said, “She may end 
up with a crippling deformity.” 

We carried her to church on Sun- 
day night, September 6, on pillows. 
We were having a revival with 
Brother Oxford as the evangelist. 
She could not put any weight on 
her legs. ee the choir singing, 
she started hurting. Her right arm 
started stiffening and had great 
pain. In a few seconds, her ribs 
were also hurting. We asked our 
pastor, Brother Cothern, and the 
evangelist, Brother Oxford, to pray 
for her. We carried her to the front 














of the church. Everyone was cry- cancer, but all symptoms were now me.” Thank God, I am now able 
ing and praying. The power of God _ gone. I then testified to the doctor to be back in church again.

She 
can lie flat on her bed and sleep.
